The decision last Friday to adopt 
the east route for relocation of H igh­ 
way 61 in Southeast Missouri came 
after u controv ersy between support­ 
ers of the east route ami a proposed 
w est route, that has been the most 
bitter road light in the history of the 
H ighway Department. 
Although the bids on the work will 
l*e receiv ed in J anuary , to be follow ­ 
ed by the award of contracts, the con­ 
tractors receiv ing the wards will not 
be able to begin work until April or 
later. 
The 19 28 construction season 
will not begin until then, unless the 
weather is unusually 
fav orable 
in 
March. 
West route supporters, who lost b> 
the com m ission’s decision, 
indicated 
legal action might be instituted 
in 
the courts, but said no definite plans 
had been made.

Jack rabbits cause damage to foe- 
age and crops that amounts to sev­ 
eral million dollars annually In some 
states. 
Control 
by 
means of the 
bounty system bos not been very suc­ 
cessful, although the expense has been 
great. 
In some counties In Kansas, 
for example, bounties on jack rab­ 
bits totaled from $4.000 to $8.000 in 
1920. 
Hunting the rabbits for meat 
and skins hns Its limitations. 
In 
many situations poisoning Is the only 
practicable method of control, and 
now that the skins have a fair com­ 
mercial value the poison method need 
no longer he considered wasteful. 
Wheat Hurt Most. 
The 
most 
noticeable 
damage by 
Jack rabbits 19 that done to wheat, 
since the rabbits often graze the win­ 
ter wheat down to the roots, even 
pawing the earth away and biting at 
the crowns of the plants, as well as 
cutting the stalks after stem forma­ 
tion begins. 
They are also constant 
feeders on growing alfalfa, although 
j their 
grazing 
Is 
seldom 
localized 
I enough to be apparent. 
Such special 
! crops as sugar beets, soy beans, melon 
patches, and others are also attneked 
and the losses are easily seen. Five ! 
to eight Jack rabbits are said to eat 
as much as one sheep, or an equiva­ 
lent in the cattle and horses that 
might have been supported by the 
forage destroyed. 
Regarded as Game Animal. 
Since the Jack rabbit Is regarded 
as a game animal, It Is not desirable 
to exterminate It completely* as is the 
case of the prairie dog, but adequate 
control is Important. 
The rabbits 
themselves can be made to pay part 
of the cost of control, If used as a 
meat supplement in feeding poultry 
and hogs, says the biological survey of 
the United States Department of Ag­ 
riculture. 
Each full and early in 
winter the eastern markets absorb sev- , 
eral carload* of rabbits 
for 
meut 
purposes. 
Recently there has arisen 
an 
active 
demand 
for 
Jack rabbit 
skins for use In manufacturing felt. 
At 45 to 60 cents per j>ound for dry 
•kins, the return Is 10 to 13 cents 
per skin. 
Carcasses for bog feed 
bring two or three cents each. 
The 
combined value of skin and carcass 
la s better return than bounties of 
fiv« cents per rabbit, and if utilized 
as a new source of income will keep 
the rabbits reasonably In check.

If silage and legume hay are 
fed In addition to grain the winter 
grain mixture could be used.

pasture to keep them from getting 
thin and from falling off In milk flow. 
The amounts of grain and roughage to 
feed may I>e determined by the above 
conditions

teution to the fact that June 7 was 
the last date on which evidence show 
ing service connection would be ac­ 
cepted unless certain requirements of 
the governing law were compiled with. 
Miller stated that his office which 
the Legion maintains in Washington 
and the veterans’ bureau are substan­ 
tially in accord with the following 
outline of the situation relative to the 
filing and proving up <>f claims for 
disability benefits: 
A claim must be filed within five 
years from date of discharge or res 
lgnutiou

oen no change in the position of the

required. 
They want no government 
price-fixing or government 
subsidy, 
lirect or indirect.

to prevent rusting, and put it in stor­ 
age until needed again. 
Machinery left unshedded and with 
the motal in contact with the ground 
| has a useful life of about half what 
j it would have if properly taken care 
| of. 
More machinery rusts and rots 
¡out than ever wears out, is a state- 
[ ment often made and proven by sur- 
Jveys in different parts of the Unit- 
led States. 
If you have a wooden beam break­ 
ing plow that has 
spent the 
past 
j three or four years in the fence corn­ 
er when not ¡n use, what would hnp- 
i pen it you struck a tough 
root 
or 
j solid r<>ek? 
The 
chances 
are 
the 
j beam would break, caused by rotting 
around the bolt holes. 
If 
properly 
taken care of this plow should 
last 
from 12 to 15 years with only 
the 
< ost of new shares. 
In getting machinery ready for the 
winter it should be shedded to pre­ 
vent weathering and rotting of 
the 
wooden parts, rusting 
of 
the iron 
parts and getting 
water 
into 
the 
bearings which 
will 
cause 
rusting 
there. 
When putting machinery in stor­ 
age all the polished parts should he 
coated with axle grease, cheap 
cup 
grease or 
heavy 
cylinder oil. 
Dirt 
should be scraped from the metal and 
wood pa its, those parts showing rust- 
inf, 
rotting 
or 
the 
bare material 
should be given a good coat of imple- i 
ment paint. 
Bam or house paint will 
answer the purpose if they are 
al- j 
ready on hand. 
It will be economy 
in the long run if the estire machine 
is painted every three or four years. I 
Oil or cup grease should be forced in- I 
to all bearings until it shows around 
the edges of the bearing so that it 
is certain any water might have col­ 
lected in the bearing will be forced 
out.

D ue partially to the fact 
that more people are giving the 
num ber of the called telephone, the 
average interval between the time 
of placing a call and getting the 
connection has been reduced from 
5 minutes in 1926 to less than 4 
minutes in 1927.

T h e lowest long distance rates, 
of course, are on station-to-station 
calls after 8 : 3 0 p. m. 


As an example of these new 
rates, the cost of a day station-to- 
station call from St. I.ouis to N ew 
York has been reduced from $ 4.05 
to $ 3 .5 0 .
